Subject —Import of fire arms of non-prohibited bore, as gift. 

No 22-ITC(PN)/TJ.—Attention 1 b invited to the Ministry of Commerce Pub¬ 
lic Notice No. 123-ITC(PN) /75, dated the 27th November, 1973 regarding import 
of fire arms of non-prohlblted bore offered as gift to individuals from near rela¬ 
tions abroad. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided that the scheme for issue 
of custom clearance permits for import of revolvers and pistols, etc, of non- 
prohibite'd bore as gift shall, with immediate effect, be as indicated below:— 

(i) Applications for grant of CCFs for import of fire arms as gift will be 
considered as and when received. In other words, there will be no 
last date for receipt of applications. 

( 11 ) Import of Are arms as gift shall be allowed only from blood relations 
who have been living abroad continuously for a period of not less 
than 2 (two) years. For this purpose, blood relations will cover 
only father, mother, wife, husband, son, daughter or real brother or 
sister of the applicant. 

(iii) Customs clearance permit will be issued for import of only one fire 
arm, namely, revolver, pistol, etc. 
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(iv) No person shall be allowed to import a second fire-arm. 

3. Applications should be made and CCPs obtained by the recipients of fhe 
gifts in advance of the fire-arms covered by the applications being despatched 
from abroad No custom clearance permits will normally be issued after the 
despatch of the fire-arms from abroad and/or their arrival m India. 

4 Import of ammunition shall not be allowed under the scheme. 

5 The fire-arms covered by the Customs Clearance Permits shall not be sold 
or otherwise disposed of, or transferred, or parted with, for a period of 5 years 
from the date of their importation, unless specific permission of the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports has been obtained, in writing, for the sale or 
transfer, etc. 

6. The following documents should accompany each application for grant of 
a custom clearance permit under this scheme: 

(i) Donor's letter, in original, on an aerogram; 

(ii) An-affidavit, on a stamped paper of the appropriate value, duly sworn 

in before a Magistrate or a Notary Public, (a) showing the exact 
relationship of the donor with the applicant, (b) declaring that he/ 
she or his wife/her husband had not imported a fire-arm, namely, 
revolver, pistol, rifle, etc, either as gift or otherwise; and (c) under¬ 
taking that the fire-arm covered by the CCP, if issued in his/her 
favour, shall not sold, or otherwise disposed of, or parted with, 
within a period of five years from the date of its importation, with¬ 
out obtaining the specific permission of the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, in writing; 

(ill) An affidavit from the donor indicating the period of his/her conti¬ 
nuous stay abroad and giving particulars of his/her passport and 
dates and period of his/her last visit to India: 

(iv) Valid arms licence issued by the appropriate licensing authority in 
India.
